WORLD  DRY  PEA 
PRODUCTION  UP  IN  1964 

Dry  pea  production  in  19  reporting  countries  totaled  13*5  million 
bags  in  1964,  almost  the  same  as  the  1955-59  average,  but  up  5 percent 
from  the  1963  estimate. 

These  figures  represent  only  a small  percentage  of  the  total  world 
dry  pea  production.  India  and  China  together  produce,  at  latest 
information,  nearly  75  million  bags  annually.  Smaller  quantities 
are  produced  in  Communist  East  Europe  and  in  Africa.  None  of  this 
output  is  reported  on  any  consistent  or  continuing  basis. 

Only  recently,  there  was  indication  that  dry  pea  production  in  the 
USSR  may  have  increased  sharply  and  that  dry  peas  constitute  a major 
part  of  the  225  million  bags  of  total  pulse  produced  there. 

Of  the  19  countries  reporting,  those  in  North  America,  Europea, 
Asia,  and  Africa  reported  some  overall  increases;  South  America  alone 
reported  a decrease. 

The  major  percentage  changes  this  year  occurred  in  a number  of 
relatively  small  producing  countries  - Turkey  up  120  percent  from 
1963,  France  up  74  percent,  Canada  up  50  percent,  and  Argentina  down 
39  percent.  These  rather  dramatic  shifts  in  smaller  producing  coun- 
tries were  on  the  whole  minor  as  affecting  the  world  situation.  The 
combined  total  of  1964  production  in  these  countries  was  only  half 
as  large  as  U.S.  production  alone. 

The  U.S.  crop,  more  than  one-third  of  the  19  country  total,  is 
about  the  same  as  last  year,  and  one-third  larger  than  the  1955-59 
average.  U.S.  stocks  are  at  high  levels  and  prices  depressed  in 
spite  of  all-time  high  commercial  exports  from  the  1963  crop®
